PREAMBLE : 


Vide Government Order read at (1) above, the Commissioner, FCS&CA has been delgated the power for approving the 
costing sheet of PDS items purchased through FCI at CIP (as pre NFSA allocation), through OMSS(D) auction and through open 
tenders on NCDEX platform and it has been stated that out of 5 components in costing sheet, 4 components viz., wholesale margin, 
retail margin, issue price to the card holder and purchase price of commodity are fixed and therefore the 5 th component namely subsidy 
portion to be claimed by the wholesale nominee is simply derived by the other 4 components. It has been stated that the 4 th component 
viz., the purchase price of the commodity is fixed since it is either the CIP for purchases through FCI or the price obtained through the 
open tender. However, the said G.O. does not specifically specify as to which is the authority for approval of the prices obtained through 
the open tender viz., OMSS(D) or NCDEX. 
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Commissioner, FCS&CA vide his proposal read (2) above has sought approval of rates obtained under OMSS(D) auction for 
purchase of rice and wheat from FCI. 

The proposal has been examined. It has been seen that the department has been purchasing PDS items like palm oil, salt 
and sugar through NCDEX and rice/wheat through OMSS(D) auction from a long time and the rates for the same are also being 
approved at the level of Commissioner, FCS&CA and on few occasions at the level of Secretary, FCS&CA as well. The department has 
been approving the rates obtained in the NCDEX and OMSS(D) auction based on the indicative rates for these items considered and 
approved at the stage of approval of budget of the department. For example, the subsidy towards purchase of palm oil has been 
calculated at purchase rate of' . 60/- per litre in the approved budget of the department for 2016-17. 

Accordingly the department has been approving the rates obtained in the NCDEX auction, since, the rates obtained in the 
auction are nearer to the budgeted figures of ' . 60/- per litre and the overall purchases are within the approved budget. Similarly 
purchases of other PDS items are being made through transparent tendering process at the rates which are nearer to approved rates 
for calculating the subsidy requirements of the department in the approved budget. Further the department has also taken expressive 
approval of the competent authority when the rates have increased far above the budgeted figures as was done in the case of the 
sugar, when the procurement rates increased the budgeted figure of '. 30/- per kg. Similarly, when the department introduced the 
double fortified salt in place of iodised salt, the approval of the competent authority was taken for the additional budget requirement by 
projecting approximate additional cost for procurement. 

Though the process described above has been in practice in the department and the approval of the rates has been given by 
the HOD at their level itself, but on few occasions, like the one at reference read (2) above, the Commissioner, FCS&CA, has been 
seeking the approval of rates of Government. Therefore, in order to bring the uniformity and clarity in procedure, the following 
Government Order is issued. 


GOVERNMENT ORDER NO : FCS 59 RPR 2014, BENGALURU, DATED : 15-06-2017. 


In view of the preamble above, it is hereby clarified that the rates of PDS items obtained in OMSS(D) auction for rice/wheat 
and in NCDEX auction for other items, can be approved by the Commissioner, FCS&CA, provided the rates are nearer to the rates i.e., 
either slightly higher or lower, to the rates considered for calculating subsidy requirements of the department in the approved budget as 
long as the overall subsidy burden remains within the approved budget of the department. 

The Commissioner, FCS&CA shall however submit the proposal to the Government for approval of the rates if the rates 
obtained in the tender are far above the rates considered for calculating subsidy requirement of the department and the total subsidy 
requirement is likely to exceed the approved budget.

Whitefield Main Road, K.R. Puram, Bengaluru Urban District was approved in 27 th SHLCC meeting held 
on 13.04.2012. Accordingly, Government Order read at (2) above was issued.

g. The Construction activity is in progress. 
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Further, due to rise in construction cost and advent of TDR's being considered for construction, the project cost has increased 
to '. 560 crore against the earlier project cost of ’. 385.74 crore.

KIADB vide its letter dated 16.03.2017 addressed to M/s Centurion Software Solutions Pvt. Ltd., has informed that request for 
extension of time for implemetation of the project at plot No. 40 of Doddanekundi Industrial Area. 2 nd Phase, Bengaluru Urban District 
will be examined after disposal of the Writ Petition No. 49361/2014 filed by M/s Bhoruka Steels and Services Ltd. 

Now, the company vide their letter dated 10.03.2017 has requested for approval of the following: 

1. Enhancement of project cost from '. 385.74 to '. 560.00 crore. 

2. Extension of the time by 2 years for implementing the project subject to terms and conditions of the lease cum sale 
agreement with KIADB. 

The proposal was examined in the 47 th State High Level Clearance Committee (SHLCC) Meeting held on 20.04.2017. The 
proposal of the company was discussed and approved. 

Government has examined the recommendations made by the State High Level Clearance Committee in all aspects.
